Prune for Quality 


Saturday, March 21. In Memorial 
Park. Ksquimalt, again at 2 o’clock^ 
The Instructors and demonstrators in 
this case will be Fred Blakeney— 
hybridizer of the Centennial rooa— 
and Major George A. Wlggin, secre- 
)ary of the Victoria HorttcuHural 
Society. 

Before we get Into the how-to-do¬ 
lt part, let's take a look at the 
reasons why loses are pruned. After 
all. our other flowering ahrubs—our 
lilacs and rhododendrueiB and mock 
orange go from one yaar'a end to 
another without any pruning: why 
all the hoo-ha over the roaes? 

In nature, any nerrsaary pruning 
of our roses la done by Old Man 
Winter. Nature isn't interested the 
least bit in a perfect flower — her 
Interest lies entirHy in the production 
of seeds for the perpetuation of the 
race. Any sappy, unripe, immature 
shoot Ups Incapable of producing 
flowers and seed pods are sacriflred 
ruthlessly, with winter froot aa tho 
executioner.' 

Nature always keeps an ace In 
the hole, though, and to guard 
against the extinction of the i^»ecles, 
she places dormant “eyes'* all along 
the length of every shoot. It the 
upper part of that Ntoot is killed by- 
frost or other Injury, the topmost 
eye In the still-living portion will 
swell ,inlo a growth hud and develop 
into k new shoot whirii vriil bloom 
and bear seeds 

Nature wants those seeds and she 


wants them In a hurry, so the throwA 
ail her energy—all the aap—into that 
topmost bud to push it along. The 
dormant eyes In the lower part of 
the eld stem are held in r es erve, and 
as long as the upper part la going 
about its buHneas of producing seeds, 
the lower eyea may never break Into 
growth at all.

Nature Is conermtd with quan¬ 
tity. not quality. She wants seeds— 
seeds hi' the thoLuands — and she 
couldn't care leas If the flowers are 
not hsng-ttemmed and perfectly 
formed. Her roui^-and-ready lip- 
pruning makes for a lot of smallish, 
short-stemmed flowers, useless for 
oq^^urpooe, so this is where wa 
tafll^^er. 

M^wani our plants to be well 
furniahsd with active growth almost 
down to the ground. We want the 
shoots that follow after pruning to 
be strong and vigorous, and we want 
them to grow m the right direction 
to make a shapely buah. To accom¬ 
plish this, we select a dormant eye 
fairly low down on the old stem and 
facing outward, away from the centre 
of the bush. We cut away all the 
old stem above this selected eye. 
making a slanting cut with sharp 
secateurs, ensuring a ciean cut with 
no crushed wood or ragged edges. 
And we delay the pruntng Job until 
March, so the new shoot growth that 
follows pruning will escape spring 
frrwts.

$10,000 in Till 
In Seven Weeks

Impaired driven in Uir Greater IDo 
loriB are* have paid more than $10,000 
In flnea in the aeven weeks, and a 
Victoria doctor uya only .^out one in 10 
gets nught. 

Victoria'! senior magistrate, William 
Oatler, concerned over the number of 
drivers guilty of impaired driving. wame| 
•n Jan. 14 that he would increase the’ 
penalty on driven convicted of the 
offence. 

Since that time 33 driver* have paid a 
total of $10,700 In fines and two more 
have been sentenced to a total of rix 
months Imprisonment. 

Otdy 

Moat drivers had their licences aua- 
pended, and those who were able to con¬ 
vince the cmirt that their licences wece 
necessary to their work were allowed to 
keep them for business purposes only. 

An Increase, usually $100. was added to 
tile normal $300 fine meted out for the 
offence. 

Maximum fine for a first offmder is 
$500, and the gravity of the circumstances 
are taken into account in levying the fine. 

Second offenders mutt go to Jail, 
usually for a minimum of three weeks. 

Dr. E. L. McNlven, who has been ad- 
minbtering sobriety tests for police for 
many.yeari. said yesterday only about one 
driver in 10 la caught. 

"Some driven realize their condition 
and are cautious with their driving,” said 
Pr. McNiven. "Others can ba too cautious, 
and are caught when they art seen driv¬ 
ing unnaturally alowly. 

Don’l Reallwe 

"But most drivers,” said the doctor. 
*Juat don't reali» their ability to drive 
has been reduced by alcohol. Hiey get a 
false sense of security when they drink 
too murtu then think they are better able 
to drive than ever.” 

He said many people think alcirtioi ia a 
atlmulant, but it actu^y haa a narcotic 
effact which makes reactions slower. 

"Time after time I have tasted people 
who arc eonviiicMi tbey aren't tight, and 
feel the sobriety last will prove It to 
police. ” 


"Many people who piu picked up tor 
impaired driving are not impaired vrtien 
th^' get into their cara . 

"A man who haa lour or five beer* 
after work may be lober when he gets 
Into his car to drive home. But alcohol 
takes some time to get into the blood 
stream, and the driver who has a half- 
hour or an hour's drive to get home haa 
lots of time to become Impaired on the 
way." 

Big Problem 

It is generally agreed that a .15 per 
end blood-alcohol level will get a man an 
Impalmi driving conviction, although you 
can be convicted mi less. 

‘The big problem is that the average 
person doesn't know what a .1$ level ia. 
relative to his acltons, and he doesn’t 
know how much alcohol It takes to bring 
him to this level.” 

Dr. McNiven said a 125-pound man 
resrfiaa tha .15 level after drinking 6.2 
ounces of liquor or 4.3 bottles of beer. For 
a 150-pound man this rises to 7.5 ounces 
of liquor or 5.2 bottles of beer. 

A 200-pound man needs 10 ounces of 
liquor or $■$ bottles of bser. 

But you're treading on thin loe to 
stay Just below these figures, because 
many people who aren't used to alcohol, 
or who drink <m an empty stomach, may 
show all the symptoms of impaiment 
and be convicted on the charge. 

Com Harder 

Also. It goes harder on a man who la 
Involved in an accident If there la evidence 
that he has been drinking, even though 
he hea not reached the impaired level. 

"You're always taking a chance when 
you take a drink and then drive a car,” 
one magistrate said recently. "If you are 
Involved in an accident where thm Is 
evidence of alcohol, you are in for a lot 
of ausplcion." 

And one Victoria policeman had this 
to say about the penalty for impaired 
driving; "It doesn't matter how much 
you fine them, there will always be 
enough fools around who will drink too 
much, then get Into their can and tzy to 
drive home.”

Impaired driven in the Greater VV> 
toiia an« have paid more than $10,000 
in flnea In the past seven weeks, and a 
Victoria doctor says only about one hi 10 
gets caught. 

Victoria’s senior magistrate, WilUam 
Ostler, concerned over the number ol 
drivers guilty of impaired driving, warned 
on Jan. 14 that he would increase the 
penalty on drivers convicted of the 
offence. 

Since that time 33 drivers have paid a 
total of $10,TOO in flnea and two more 
have been sentenced to a total of six 
months imprisonment. 

Ruiin^gg Only 

Moat drivers had their licefices sus¬ 
pended, and those who were able to con¬ 
vince the court that their licences were 
necessary to their work were allowed to 
keep them for business purposes only. 

An Increase, usually $100. was adiM to 
the normal $300 fine meted out for tha 
offence. 

Maximum fine for a first offKtder la 
$500, and the gravity of the circumsuncea 
an taken into account in levythg the fine. 

Second offenders must go to Jail, 
usually for a minimum of three weeks. 

On€ In 10 

Dr. E. L. McNiven, who has been ad¬ 
ministering aobricty tests for police for 
many yean, said ysstentay only ^>out one 
Mver in 10 is caught. 

“Same drivers reallm thefar centHtian 
and are cauttous with thslr driving." said 
Dr. McNiven. “Others can be too cautious, 
and art caught when they an aecn driv¬ 
ing unnaturally slowly.

It is generally agreed that a .15 per 
cent Mood-alcohoi level will get a man an 
impaired driving conviction, although you 
can be convicted on less. 

“The big problem is that the averago 
person doesn’t know what a .15 level la, 
relative to his actions, and be doesn't 
know how much alcohol it taken to bring 
him to this level.” 

Dr. McNiven said a 125-pound man 
reaches the .15 level after drinking 6.3 
ounces of liquor or 43 bottles of beer. For 
d 130-pound man this rises to 73 ounces 
of liquor or 5.2 bottles of beer. 

A 2H^pound man needs 10 ounces of 
liquor or 63 bottles of beer, 

But you’re treading <m thin Ice to 
stay Just below these figures, brause 
nuny people who aren’t used to alcohol, 
or who drink on an empty stomach, may 
show all the symptoms of impalnnent 
smd be convicted on the charge. 

Goei Harder 

Also, It goes harder on a man who ta 
Involved In an accident If there is evidence 
that he has been drinking, even though 
he has not reached the impaired level. 

"You’re always taking a chance when 
you MUte a drink and then ^ive a car." 
one magistrate saki recently. “It you are 
Involved in an accident where three li 
evidence of alcohol, you are In for a lot 
of suspldon." 

And one Victoria policeman had this 
to say about the penalty tor impaired 
driving: “It does n ’t matter how much 
you fine them, there wlU always be 
enough tools around who will drink too 
much, then get Into tbsfe cars and try to 
drtva hune."
